Citizens of the United States: . 

Your suffrages having clevated me to the 
office of President of the United States, I 
have, in conformity with the Constitution of 


our country, taken the oath of office pre- 


scribed therein. I have taken this oath with- 
out mental reservation and with the deter- 
mination to do, to the best of.my ability, all 
that is required of me. Theo responsibilities of 
the position I feel, but accept them without 
fear. The office has come to me unsought. I 
commence its dutics untrammeled. I bring to 
it a conscientious desire and determination to 
fill it te the best of my ability and to the sat- 
isfaction of the people. 

On all leading questions agitating the pubjic 
mind, I will always express my views to Con- 


gress ,and urge them according to my judgment; 


and when I think it advisable will exercise 
the constitutional privilege of interposing a 
veto to defeat measures which I oppose. But 


all laws will be faithfully executed, whether . 


they meet my approval or not. I shall onall 
subjects pursue a policy of respect for the 
public will, and recommend none to enforce 
against the will of the people. Laws are to 
govern all alike, those opposed to as well as 
those who favor them. I know no method to 
cecure the repeal of bad or obnoxious laws so 
effective as their stringent execution, | 

The country having just emerged from a 
great rebellion, many questions will come be- 
fore it for settlement in the next four years 


which preceding administrations have never | 


had to deal with. In meeting these it is de- | 
sirable that they should be approached calm- 
ly, without prejudice, hate, or sectional 


pride, remembering that the greatest good to. 


the greatest number is the object to be at- 
tained.

As I write, a national caluteis being fired by 
order of the Republican Executive Commit- 


tee over the inauguration of Ulysses 8. 


Grant as President of the United States for“ 
the next four years. Your correspondent is 
not a Grant man in any sense of the term, but 
he is not without some hope that the Radical 
chieftain will make a better President than 
from his election as the candidate of the Rad-
